—.— in northern Italy and southern 
rmany are cultivators of the common 
black ant, which insect they hold in 
high esteem as the fruit grower’s best 
friend. They establish ant hills in their 
orchards, and leave the police service 
of their fruit trees entirely to the tiny 
colonists, which pass all their time in 
climbing up the stems of the fruit 
trees, cleansing their boughs and 
leaves of malefactors, mature as well 
as embryotic, and descending laden 
with spoils to the ground, where they 
comfortably consume or prudently 
stere away their booty. They never 
meddle with sound fruit, but only in- 
vade such apples, pears ‘and plums as 
have already been penetrated by the 
canker, which they remorselessly pur- 
sue to its fastnesses within the very 
heart of the fruit.
